collagen and elastic fibers", Journal of Investigative dermatology, vol. 119, no.1, July 
2002 (2002-07), page 232, XP002286368). The reference discloses the use of Lu105 
extract for inhibiting gingival matrix molecules degradation by inflammatory and 
bacterial enzymes (see abstract).
